Henry Clow's circular, dated Now York, 
Ootohof 7, 1S93, says : "There is no occa 
sion whatever for indulging in feelings of 
discouragement. While it is true that we 
hove passed (through an extraordinary if 
not unprecedented period of business ad- 
veraity, wliich may still havo not complete 
ly run its course, it is equally true that 
gna of recovery are multiplying daily and 
that the worst is over. Towards the dose 
of tho yoar it is not impossible that some in 
convoniouoo may bo experienced in business 
circles by tho accumulation of ob- 
ligations resulting from cxtenBions 
made _ iu August anil September, 
There is also a fear that after the'Cliica^jo 
Fair ia over Vlio aonsequeucea of over-ex 
pansion iu real estate and other directions 
will 1)0 more severely felt than now. But 
all of these fears are at [jrcaent unduly ex- 
aggerated by the iicrvmiH unil discouraged 
joniiition of business men, who frcijuently 
ultc^ch too much weight to the drawbacks 
und too little to the improvements. Tlie 
number of manufacturing istabliahmenta 
daily starting steadily exceeds the number 
uf shut-d.nvna. Unquestionably there are 
many thouiiands leas of tho unemployed than 
u month ago. 

" If it bo said that wages are being re- 
duced, it may also be said that tho majority 
of these reduciiona have been about ten per 
cent ; and, us waijna have been unusually 
high and tho majority of the necessities of 
life unprecedently low, snoh a moderate re- 
duction as this cannot inflict real hardship 
upon the laboring classes. At most it will 
only deprive them of a few of tho luxuries 
and pleasures which can ba benuticially dis- 
pensed with. Moreover, the reduotions in 
wages wiii puc many manuiauturura uu n 
better basis for meeting foreign competi- 
tion when a general reduotion of the tariff ia 
in order, and thus in the long mo establish 
them upon a firmer foundation. Much of 
the fear about tariff revision is wholly un- 
necessary, for revenue necessities will pre- 
vent any radical changes, and few appear to 
bo coDteroplated except in the woolen and 
iron eoliedtties. Uncertainty will do more 
harm than the actual ohangos, and business 
men will do well to itrpress upon their re- 
presentatives at Washington the necessity 
of exorcising all reasonable dispatch in 
arriving at a decision concerning what shall 
bn dono, giving ample time for adjustment 
to tho now conditions. I'his would im- 
menne'v !>88cn present anxiety about tho 
tarltf question, 

"(Concerning the silver debate there is 
nothing now to say. The minority in the 
Senate continues its reckless defianco of 
public demands. All reports of compro- 
mise are absurd, for compromise would 
settle nothing, and President Cleveland is 
known to bo stubbornly opposed to any sort 
of compromise whatever. The silver Sena- 
tors are now lighting for nothing better 
than to niako a record among their constitu- 
ents, and this talk of compromise comes 
either from tho few who want it or else from 
newspaper correspondents, who find the 
monotonous contest unfavorable to tho gath- 
ering of interesting news. If the repealers 
will only preserve couroge ond sliow but a 
fraction of the endurance and perecvdraQco 
of their opponents, success will reward 
them. Defeat would be impossible if every 
Senator acted strictly from motives of duty 
and not policy. 

^ As soon as the repeal becomes a fact, sen- 
timent will undergo a strong reaction, in 
which both Wall street and the mercantile 
community would share. When the'Houso 
pnaaed the repeal measure confidence began 
to rise, only to fall ogain with Senatorial 
ohatructlou. When repeal becomes a cer- 
tainty Europe will doabtioss be a more 
ready purchaser of our stocks. Two other 
very important factors are on the side of 
improvement, viz., low prices and easy 
money. Rink reserves arc piling up rapidly; 
and if any real change of sentiment fol- 
lows (as it legitimately should) the repeal of 
tho Hherin.in law, huHiiiesa ought to expand, 
iniluBlry ought to revive, credit ought to bo 
restored and values generally improve. I 
am not one of those who bolieve that the 
late strain has been too heavy for prompt 
recovery. Our reaources and cuergica are 
unequalcd, and there is still little else in 
tlic way of recuperation, except the chief 
causa of panic, and that is the Silver bill."

Tho South African Company has partly ano- 
ceeded in drawing the Government into the 
affair inosmuch as the Bechuanaland border 
police have been ordered to co-operate. 
Henry M. Stanley in an interview aaya ho 
thinks that Lobengnela will be forced by 
his young bloods into a confliot. Loben- 
guola recognizes the fighting superiority of 
tho British, and ho is certain he will bo de- 
feated and probably forced to fly to the 
north of tho Z^mbtsi. The fight may be 
protracted and tierce, but can have but one 
ending. Stanley adds that Lobenguela, 
after retreating acroas tho Zambesi, may 
establish himself among tho Central African 
tribes and endeavor to invade Nyassaland, 
but in the end is bound to be crushed. 

[The Matabeles, with whom Great Britain 
is likely to go to war, are of Zulu origin, 
though not pure Zulus. In the half cen- 
tury since their fathers left Zulnland a - 
large admixture of foreign blood has come 
into the tribe through marriage with ihe 
women they have captured. They are to- 
day the most powerful native nation in 
South Africa. Their only law is tho king's 
will. Most of tho able-bodied men are in 
the army, and every regiment can bo called 
together at a moment's notice. Every young 
man is ironically called "a girl "until he 
has bathed his assegai in human blood. 
Their forays for many years were carried 
far north toward the Zambesi, and west 
through Bechuanaland ; but their most 
hapless viotima were the Mashonas, who, 
though once a powerful people and spread 
over a largo territory, have been nearly ex- >. 
terminated. ] 



THE "NEWBERN" WRECKED. 

A Moilcftn Coast Golnff Steamer Wrecked 
Near lledondo— Heavy Lobs. 

San Francisio, Oct. I4.r-The steamer 
Newbern ran ashore near Badondo on the 
Southern California coast early this morn- 
ing, and is in a bad position. The passen- 
gers and crow are safe. The Newbern is 
owned by the Pacific Coast Ste&mship Com- 
pany, Gooodall, Perkins & Co., and was due 
here to-morrow from Mexican ports. W. 
A. Child, the purser of the steamer, walked 
to Redondo City this morning,^briBglng the- 
uows that the vessel, waa 'wrebk^ct 'on the 
rocks at Point Vincent,'teh miles' aonth of 
Redondo, at 3 o'clock this morning./, Xhe 
Newbern was "bound from ' Mexican pwts 
to San Francisco, loaded with bnUibn, 
oranges, bark and serenteen passengers. 
No lives were lost, and It ia thought the 
main part of the cargo will be saved. Xhe 
wreck is a bad one. A heavy fog prevailed 
all night causing the vessel to lose her bear- 
ings. Carriages have left to bring the pas- 
sengers, three of whom are ladies, into 
Redondo. Two divers have been sent to 
Point Vincent to save the bullion and as 
much of the cargo as possible. 

In talking about tho loss of tho steamer 
Cupt. Goodall said : " The fog ou tho coast 
has been very heavy. Captain Vonhehna 
was evidently hugging tho shore and getting 
too cloao went ou the point. When there 
is any kind of wind blowing there is a 
heavy swell, and it would not be long before 
the Newbern went to pieces. There was 
not u cent of insuronco on tho steamer, and 
she will in consequence ba u total loss. Out- 
aide of the bullion, I don't think there is 
any insurance on the cargo.

She was 
C77 tons net burden, 108 feot 2 inches long, 
i!9 feet 1 inch broad, and 17 feot 7 inches 
deep. Her horsepower was 375, and her 
speed was about ten knots. She was in the 
Mexican trade for years, and Captain Von- 
holms has been in command aunost ever 
since she was brought to the Coast. She 
sailed from this port on the 1st instant, and 
was on her way back when she went ashore. 
A dispatch received from Port Harford, 
this evening, says that the steamer , Coos 
Bay left that place at noon to-day, and ia 
making all speed possible. She had very 
little coal in her bunkers when she started, 
but will secure twenty tons at Redondo. 
The first information received from Capt.

BELieiON IN COLLEGE. 

A YonnK Liiily Leaves Vashon College Be- 
eiiuac of tho Sunday Service llulo. 

T.\co.M,v, Oct. H.— M F. Hatch, pro- 
jector of the Vushon college, stated while in 
tho city that a religious diileronco had 
forced one of Che brii{htest students of that 
institution to leave. Miss Manning, the 
student in question, is a Catholic, and as 
one of tho rules of the o illegc provide that 
all students must attend some rulinioua ser- 
vice on Suiidiiy, and th'.:ru being no Catliolio 
services on the isUuid fur lier Lo attend, she 
communicated with ber pastor about I ho 
matter. Her pastor thought it very narrow 
minded in Prii cipal A. C. Jones of Vashon 
nollogo to compel her, a Catholic, 
to attend Protestant services while attend- 
ing the school. He could not consent to 
her attending such Proteatuai services, and 
accordingly she had to leave. It was deem- 
ed atraoge that Miss Manning should have 
gone to a nominally Protestant college to 
dnish her education, and it was learned upon 
iuquiry that she had fully o6nsidered tl: 
matter and had deaided that if she had g'lue 
to a denoaiinutional aohool half of her time 
would have been taken up in religious 
observances, and at her age Miss Manning 
decided she could not spare so much time 
from her educational work. She has been 
at the Vashon college three months, and is 
of age. Mr Hitoh says : 

"Princip tI Jones informed Misa Manning 
that her p.istor would be welcomed at tlie 
college to prc-uch, eay onco u month, provid- 
ed he did not make his sermon denomina- 
tional. No preacher ia allowed to make his 
sermon denoiiuuuiiuiiai at the college, ^mi 
therefore all are welcome. Principal Jones 
decided that to make this case an exception 
would lead to other exceptions, and tiually 
the rule would bo of no value in aecuring 
the attendance of aiudents at some religious 
service on the Sabbath." 

L. E. Sampson, who has tho welfare of 
tho college at heart, suggests that it might 
bo well to modify tho rulo in (|uestiou so 
that it would provide that all students 
must attend some sort of religious service on 
Sunday unless excused in writing by their 
parents or guardians. Ho believes inust 
parents would want to have their obiluren 
present at some religions service, and would 
not excuse them, except in exceptional 
oases, perhaps auob aa Mias Manning's. 
There are now ninety-three students at the 
college, which ia self-sustaining. 



RUSSIANS IN EllANCE. 



Reception of tlie Czar's Fleet by the 
Mayors of Paris and 
Toulou. 



An Enthusiastic Welcome Accoided to 
the Naval Visitors by the 
i'ojjulace. 



TouLOK, Oct. 14. — The Russian squadron 
arrived in the onter roads yesterday morn- 
ing. Aa aoon as the visitors arrived the 

French ofTicials and tho Russian consul, 
with many distinguished oflicers of the army 
and navy, wont on board the Russian flag- 
ship to welcome Admiral Avelan in the 
name of tho French Government. Tho 
usual salutes were exchanged, and on land 
ing the Ruaaian ofiScers were welcomed by 
tho Mayor of Toulon and tho council. The 
whole city ia in gala attire. The Russian 
colors are conspicuous everywhere, and tho 
city is thronged with people hound 
to take part in tho demonstration. Incoming 
traioB are crowded. The population greeted 
the visitors with shouts of " Vive la Ruasie," 
coupled with " Vive la France." The stay 
of the visitors will be a continual round of 
entertainment. 

In the address of welcome Mayor Ferrero 
said ho represented alt the departments of 
France, and it was their desire to express 
the sympathy felt by>Franoe toward Russia 
and to show that the hearts of all French- 
men beat together and wero animated by one 
feeling. CuniiuniDg hu said ; " Your visit 
cements the Iriondship between the two 
nations and (iroves the fidelity existing be- 
twien them." 

Later tlic Russian officers, surrounded by 
French odicera, proceoded to the Maritime 
Prefecture to visit the Minister of Murine, 
who said he was deeply acnailjlo of the honor 
of receiving the diatinguiabud viaitora in 
behalf of France. Ttie Admiral, in reply, 
said ho wos unable to e.vpress all ho folt at 
the cordiality of hia reception, but ho knew 
tho Russian people wore grateful for the 
welcome accorded hia command. At the 
Mayoralty there were ainiilar acenes of wel- 
come. 

Tho President of tho Paris Municipal 
Counoil waited upon Admiral Avelan and 
presented an iavitution to him and his olli- 
cora to visit Paris. Tho Admiral accepted 
the invitation on behalf of hiniaelf and 
tho olhcora of his command. Admiral 
Avolan then proceeded to tho balcony and 
stood there between tho president and tho 
Paria municipality and the mayor of Tou- 
lon, acknowledging the plaudits of the 
orowd below. Deputations presented ad- 
dresses of welcome to the admiral, and 
Mme. Adam, the well-known writer, in be- 
half of the ladies of France, presented to 
the admiral a' diamond brooch for his wife 
and varinus pieces of jewelry for the wives 
of his ofBcera. Admiral Avelan received 
tho ofTeringa with a polite compliment for 
tho French women generally, and after re- 
newed handshaking with tho mayor returned 
to his ship. A banquet was given in honor 
of tho visitors at the maritime prefecture 
this evening.

IGNORANT AND RECKLESS. 

It has boon long evident that the majority 
of the City Couooil has so regard for the 
health or the comfort or the oonvenionoe of 
the citizena. As long as they think thoy 
can gain votes by pursuing any courao, no 
matter how detriniental it may bo to the 
general welfare, they do not hesitate to fol- 
low it without a scruple. Every intelligent 
man to tho oityi every man who has seen 
bow other cities are eioverned, knows that 
the Government street hack sttnd is 
nuisance that would bo tolerated in no 
other city on the continent. To permit the 
principal buaincan street in the city to bo con- 
verted Into a hack stand is a disgrace to Vic 
toria. It ia evidence that oan be neither hid 
deoDor oontradioted that its City Council is 
behind the age, that a majority of its mem- 
bers are so ignorant that they do not know 
what ia considered improper and indecent in 
other ci'ieB, and eo unintelligent ua not to 
realize that making tho leading thoroughfare 
of the city a stand for cubs is injurious to 
the public health and damaging to its buai 
nesB interests. We trust that the business 
menonGovernmentstreet, and intelligent and 
public-spirited citizens generally, will take 
measures to make tho majority of tho Coun 
oil feel that in defeating a by law intended 
to abate a disgraceful nuiaunce they ha 
perpetrated what •3ven they must bo forced 
lo realize ia a aerioua blunder. 



are deeply convinced of tho trutli of what 
they believe.voan not look upon horoay and 
unbelief with oonipliiiaauce, or treat the 
heretio uid the unbeliever M if he were of 
the honaehold of faith. There are others 
again who believe that this kindly and 
charitable feeling towards all men is an 
evidence of tlio growth of the spirit of true 
C'hriatianity, which is a religion of love, u 
religion in which there ia no place for 
either hatred or spiritual pride. People 
may differ as to the cause of the change, 
and Bomo may deplore it, but it is to the 
lover of peace aud concord and of a quiet 
life a most pleasant change. 

THE ONTARIO TOUR. 

Sir John Thonipaon finished hia tour 
through Ontario a week ago. His progress 
from first to last was a pleasant one. Every- 
where he received a hearty welcome, and 
everywhere ho waa heard with attention 
and respect. To judge by tho crowds that 
assembled to hear him an J the reception 
they gave him, it ia impossible to conio to 
any other conclusion than that tho Con- 
servative party is as strong in Ontario aa 
ever it was. 

It is evident that tho policy enunciated 
by the Dominion Premier and his colleagues 
moeta with tho approbation of the whole of 
tho Couaervntivu party, and of not a, few 
who are now in tho Liberal ranks. Tho de- 
sire for a ohange in the fiscal policy 
of the Dominion ia pretty general. 
People believe that the I^ational Policy 
tarilY requires a careful revision. 
Tlioy have not, however, come to bo- 
liovo iu free trade. Very fur fioni it ! Thoy 
are, both Conservatives and » very consider- 
al>lu proportion of the Ijiberala, believers in 
protection, aud thoy agree with the Premier 
that, when the tariff ia revised, the princi- 
ple of protcotion must not be lost sight of. 
Sir John Thompson's exposition of the Con- 
servative policy is already visible in Ontario. 
A Toronto evening paper, which ia very far 
from boiae a "Tory organ," says : 

Whether it is duo to the Preniior's tour in 
Ontario and his arguments and etatomenta 
and promises, or somu othor ciiuae, it is 
noteworthy tliat tho clamor for "tariff rn- 
form" is not quite so loud aa it waa a few 
ninn'hs or a year ago. Tho reaaon is not 
far to seek. Newapapera and polili- 
cil orators huvo but-ii uryiug rt-oUIessly 
for " tariff rcfiirm," without any clearly de- 
fined ideas of what tariff reform really 
means. Their demands and declarations 
conveyed only the idea that tariff reform 
means sweeping reductions in import duties 
that would give cheaper goods of all kinds 
to ail olasBca of poople. Their ono idea was 
to get cheaper goods, and they thought 
wholesale slaughter of duties would secure 
low prices and solve all the other ills exiatr- 
ing in Canadia^i commerce. But now after 
they have clamored so long and so loudly, it 
has come to them that the change they i»d- 
vocated, which is nothing more or less than 
free trade, is not practicable. And so there 
has been a reaction ; newspapers that for- 
merly cried so vigorously for tariff re- 
form are not SO ansloUB for the species 
they advoeated. It U beginning to 
dawn upon them that there is a 
revenue to be raised. They see that 
there cannot be saoh wholesale retrench- 
ment in expenditure oa they believed, and 
they oannot tell how a revenue oan be secur- 
ed other than by the tariff. " 

This process of reasoning is a natural one, 
and the conclusion that Mr. Liurier's free 
trade reform ia not what tho country wants 
can hardly ho a/oided. Wo look upon it as 
quite fortunate that Sir John Thompson's 
progress through Ontario was subsequent to 
that of Mr. Laurier, for their coming in that 
order gave thinking men amoog the electors 
a favorable opportunity of ooropariug one 
scheme of tariff reform with tho other, and 
we are not at all surprised to find that the 
yeomanry of Ontario prefer Sir John Thomp- 
son's reasonable and practicable proposals to 
tho viaionary and indefinite theoriea of the 
Hon, Wilfred L'lurier. 



CREED AND CONDUCT. 

One of the signs of the times is that men 
thinli less of creeds than they used to do, 
and more of conduct. The first question 
now asked about a man when ho enters 
a community ia not what does ho believe, or 
to what denomination does ho belong, but 
how baa he lived, what character did be 
bear in the place he came from ? If he ia 
known to have been a good man, he is well 
received, and none but a comparative few 
give a thought to hia religious creed. 

Religious controversies are not nearly so 
frequent or ao bitter as thoy were many 
years ago. Ono now hardly ever hears dis- 
putes about predestination and freewill. 
Calvinist and Arminlan both agree to differ, 
and men have almost ceased to argue about 
the eternity of future punishment. There is, 
even among the inuat orthodox, more tolera 
tion for tho sceptic and the avowed infidel 
than there used to be. In the churobes the 
hereay-hunter ia very far indeed from being 
popular. Good men have outlived the idea 
that those whose religious creed is not in 
their opinion sound must necessarily bo 
immoral and bad members of aocioty. We 
find that men like Dr. Urigga and Dr. Camp 
boll and Dr. Smith, and many others 
though convicted of heresy, are highly 
esteemed for their piety and their virtue, 
Religious men whose orthodoxy ia beyond 
question have had a good word to aay for 
even so confirmod an infidel as Bradlaugh, 
and it waa only the othor day that we saw 
a cijaritablo estimate of Tom Falne himself. 
There waa a time when an orthodox Chris 
tian would as soon think of speaking well of 
Satan himself as of the author of the Age 
of Reason. 

Tho bitterness of tho acota has ulao, in a 
very great measure, died out, and we find 
good men of almost every denomination 
combining to forward oatfseB which thoy be- 
lieve to 1m good. Chnrohes whioh twenty 
or thirty years ago were bitterly opposed to 
one another have become united, and men 
are wondering to-day what their fathers 
found to fight about. 

There are some who soy that this tolera- 
tion, this latitudinarianism, is the pro- 
duct of indifference and unbelief. They Bay 
-that men who are zealous for religion, and 



enquiring, and when Hooper came to tho 
town a few days aftorwarda and attempted 
to disinter the body for tho purpoae of em- 
balming itj he >was prevented by the father 
of the undertaker.'

E. Cameron, of Montreal, read- 
ing of the case in tho newspaper-', fouud it his 
duty to tell Judge Dugus that aomotimo before 
tho 18th of September, Hooper, whom ho 
know pretty well, hud, when paying him u 
visit, asked him if be could >give him poison 
enough to kill a largo dog. He had none of 
the poison that Hooper wanted, but ho gave 
him a letter of introduction to a city 
druggist to enable him to buy tho poison ho 
required. It was aftorwarda found that 
lionpor had made use of the letter and had 
purchased a quantity of prutsic aoid of Mr, 
R. W. Webb, St. Catherine street, Mont 
real. When ^nirchasiug the poison he had a 
half an hour's chit about poisons and their 
effect, with Mr. Webb and appeared not iu 
tho least nervous. The druggiut hud not 
tho slightest suspicion that Hooper wanted 
tho poison for any other purpose than the 
ono ho professed to have. He had made one 
or two Rttempta to purchase tho poison in 
tlio same eatabliahment before, but not 
hr.ving a letter from ,» medical man he was 
not able to got it. 

The name of a young lady to whom 
Hooper was paying some attention and to 
whom he showed a clipping from a news- 
paper announcing tho death of hia wife, bus 
been brought into tho case. It appears 
that the clipping; was taken from a paper 
published in Ric|imond, in the Province of 
Quebec. 

These are the leading features of the case. 

There has been a great deal of talk about 
it and much baa been published that ia 
irrolovent and no doubt untrue. Hooper's 
father, who is quite a reapoctable muu, ia 
doing what ho can for hia son, and auya thut 
ho has a good case. The prisoner haa been 
handed over to the authorities of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, and no doubt a great deal 
mure witl bo heard about the case when it 
comes before the courts of that Province.

THE HOOPER CASE. 

The sensation in Eastern Canada at pre- 
sent is tho Hooper caao. A young man oc- 
cupying a rcapectablo poaition in society 
and having a good character, was accused 
of murdering bis insane wife, and he, after 
the preliminary enquiry by tho coroner, baa 
been arrested for the crime. 

John Reginald Hooper is the young man's 
name ; lie is a clerk in tho Ottawa post 
offioo and ia about thirty-thrco j'eara of age. 
His wife waa a French Canadian, with 
whom he lived for some years, and if reports 
areanything like true,on not themoatpleaaant 
terms. Mrs, Hooper, becoming insane, she 
waa taken to tho Kingston Lunatic Asylum, 
where she was kept for eomo time at her 
husband's expense. On tho 9th of last 
month, Hooper obtained leave of abaence 
from tlie Poat OHloo Depurtmcnt, and pro- 
ceeded to Kingston for tho purpoae of get- 
ting his wife out of the lunatic asylum. 
He, it appears, took her to her mother's 
hoHBO in St. Ambrose, Quebec. There ia a 
story of tho woman'a appearing at a house 
in Louisevillo on tho 12th, very wot and in 
a bedraggled condition. Sho aaid that a 
big dark man had attempted to drown her. 
She remained in the house two days, when 
she was found by her husband. 
She seemed pleased at first to 
gee him, and did not say that 
ho woa tho dark man that she 
waa afraid of. On tho 18lli, wlien travelling 
from St. Ambrose to Montreal with her hus- 
band, Mrs. Hooper died very suddenly at 
the railway station in Terrebonne. After 
sho had been dead but a short time, Hooper 
poured a quantity of high winea down tho 
throat of tho corpse. This ho did, aa he 
said, to preserve tho body from putrefac- 
tion, He thon hud tho body convoyed to 
Port Hope, which is, it appears, his native 
town. It was interred in the county bury- 
ing ground without any roligioua ceremony. 
After the burial, .and before auapicinna of 
foul play bad been urououd iu I'ui t Hope, 
the editor of tho Times of that town receiv- 
ed a letter from Hooper asking him to deny 
a report regarding the death of 
his wife, and saying that she 
bad attempted . her own life twice.

'Conciliation and Arbitration." 

FoRr RiTi'ERT Johnnie is an Indian of an 
inventive turn of mind who is at prcacnt 
registered at headfiuarters in Stronachville.

All the many grotesque figures are 
arranged on strings and wires and take part 
in the Tamonaa or winter danne — a dis- 
tinctive festival of the tribe. Johnnie offers 
the ingenioualy constructed attraction for 
sale, asking §100 cash for it, or will ex- 
hibit it at 00 cents per look. 

Atlanta, in Georgia, furnishes a story 
which ia promiaed to dovlop in a tragical 
manner at this city shortly. It ia told by 
Sing Wah, u laundryman and a Christian, 
of Atlanta, whoao motivo is that ho haa suf- 
fered from the attempts of the Chu Gi, of 
whom he Bpooks, to terrorizo the Chinese 
■ colony. Chu ia now in jiil. This is Wah'a 
story, put into Kngliah : "Wo ore going to 
have Chu Gi taken to Victoria, B.C. Some 
of our people know that ho killed a China- 
man there about two years ago. He killed 
him with a hatchet and got away. Chu Gi 
-has an own ouuhIb lieic who knows all about 
it. He killed this Chinaman at a town 
'Called Reynolds. There ia no mistake about 
it. We have notified the Sing company at 
.New York, and' they wiU. pay a lawyer to 
.see thab the police at Reynolds come and 
,ffethim. We want them to take him to 
British Columbia and hang him, for if he 



stays hero he will kill some of as when he 
gets out. It will do no good to send him 
away. The Highbinders will follow a man 
all over the country to kill him."

Guards which hud not been coininunicdited 
to the general and alalf, opened hia ears 
and took it all in. The whole girrison en- 
joyed a good laugh the next morning. 

A UBEtIKO of the Viotoria branch of the 
Merchants' Retail Commercial Agency was 
held Thursday, when many sul jects of coin- 
moroial interest were discuaaed. There was 
a general expression of opinion thdt this 
Association should embrace a wider basis 
than that of u mere iiieroantilo agency, its 
olij'!Ot being to promote a hotter feeling 
uiiioiig traders gener'illy, and by mutual aa- 
sistanco and co operation to increiiao the 
commercial proaperity of tho city.

Some rather severe remarks were 
passed Ijy some members, and tho business 
transactions of certain nominally wholesale 
houses who do a retail trade, and it waa de- 
cided' to give this subject further oonaidera- 
tion at a future meeting. Several members 
also gave some amusing incidents of the ex- 
perience of collecting debts through solioit- 
ors, when the debts had been oolleoted from 
tho debtors, but had never to this day been 
received by the oreditors. Suoh questions 
as these are surely worth the consideration 
of all retail traders, and prove the neoeesity 
of forming a strong Assooiation for mutual 
uesiatanco, as questions which cannot bo well 
dealt with by an isolated individual can 
often be moat effectually treated by the 
combined inllucnco of a society. It was rs- 
solvod to continue the monthly meetings re- 
gularly, and Bomo important questions wore 
laid over till tho next meeting.— Com.

THE HAWAIlANf TilROxNE. 

I'rlnccsa Kaiulani's Guardian, Now In Vic- 
toria, Denies That She Wished to 
On'st the Qneen. 

One of the guests at tho Drlard is Mr. 
Throphilua H. Davies, of London, England, 
who, with his Bon, ia awaiting the arrivol 
of the Miowera, on which it ia his intention 
to proceed to Honolulu. Mr Davies is in 
reality one of tho pioneers of Viotoria, hav- 
ing been hero as early as 1862. Ue has 
large interests in the Hawaiian islands and 
in the affairs of the nation, being the guar- 
dian of the Prinoeai K&iulani. ft was Mr. 
Davies who organized the party that accom- 
panied the Princess to Washington to rep- 
resent her ease to the Uoited States govern- 
ment. An interesting event in the life of the 
I'rinoase will ooour on Monday, whensheat- 
atin.'|herro»jority. ThePrinccsa willspend the 
winter at; Wiesbaden with Mr. Davies' 
daughter. Speaking about this now fiimouB 
princess, laai evening, Mr. Davies said: — 

" There haa been a great deal s iid, and I 
sea it has been telegraphed to San Franc sco 
about (he position whijh the I'rinceaa biara 
towards tho Queen. They talk about tho 
I'rinceaa being willing to take Iho throne; 
now tho poa tion is simply this, that tho 
Princebs ia perfectly loyal to the Queen; 
there can bo no (luesiiou of her taking tho 
throne (luring thu Qiu tn'a life time, except 
at the Queen's request, so that all this talk 
to the contrary is entirely unfounded. 

"It ia a question thot never has arisen, 
and can never arise. She has never had 
any idea, so fur as I know, and 
I certainly never had any idea that she 
woulddoanylhing but carry out the Queen's 
wishes. She haa been represented as head- 
ing some other party. There is only one 
party of the Hawaiians, and they are repre-

30MKN workers, ac- 
cording to the lust 
conaua buUotin, occupy 
more firmly eatiib- 
lisbed place in tho Bo- 
minion of Cunada to- 
day than ever before. 
In British Columbia, 
out of every 1,000 fe- 
males over 10 years old, 122 have definite 
oooupatiouB assigned tlieiii ; in Manitoba 
there are 00 in every 1,000 ; in New Bruns 
wiek, 118 ; in Nova Scotia, 137 ; in On 
*tario, 124 ; in Prince Edward Island, 100 ; 
in Quebeo, 120, and in tho Northweab Terri 
toricB, iS. The bulletin from wbioli these 
figures are taken, No. 18, deals exolnsivoly 
with the occupations of the people, and has 
been prepared witli exceptional difficulty, 
as, iu tho first place, many persons have 
more than ono occupation — as, for instance, 
Atlantio Coast fialiernien are very often 
farniera us well — and in the second place, 
many womou and children are employed 
parts of tlio day in industrial estaljlish- 
ments, and are therefore returned in con- 
nection witli these ealablialimonts. When 
tlio enun)eratora ninko tlio in(|uiry at the 
homes of theuo people, they arc told that 
the wife or tho daughter attends to homo 
duties, or perhaps the latter goes to school 
— such beint; the fact. Tim ICn^jliah rule 
has been followed in compiling occupations, 
and persons returned aa engaged iu more 
than one occupatiou are referred to only in 
connection wiih the one which seems to be 
the moat important. Tho persona who f»ave 
their occupations to the enumerators in 
1801 number l,050,:!r)r>, against 1,390,604 in 
18S1 — an increuao of 19 .'! per cent., as popu- 
lation increased 12 per cent. 

In analyzing; the ocoupationB, the statis- 
tician divides the population into six classes: 
Class one, those engaged in agricultural, 
mining and fishing industries, which in- 
cludes some 700,210 persons ; class two, in- 
cludes tho distributors, those engaged in 
trade and transportation — class one em- 
bracing the primary producers. This sec- 
ond divisiop numbers 186,695 persons. 
Class three, 320,000 persons, incladee all en- 
gaged in mechaniim and manufaeturing 
pursuits. Class tour inolades those ergacod 
in domeatio and personal aetvioe— 2tG,lS3 
persons. Class five relates to thnao engaged 
in professional avocations (63,280), and olass 
six inoludot all who, while not engaged in 
gainful pursuits, are employed in preparing 
so to do or from choice parform work for 
charity's sake, as nuns,etc. — 52,980 persons. 
Class one constitutes 47.0 per cent, of the 
total per8!>ns, giving their occupations, 
and class three 112 per cent. 

Among the distributors— those engaged 
in trade and transportation — there are 
13,928 sailors, 525 pilots, 1,743 lonc- 
ahoremen and atevedorea and 757 
baatmen to manage Canadian ves- 
sels of all sizes and descriptions. The 
management of transportation requires 
23,532 railway employes, with 2,175 fore 
men and overseers of transport. Besides 
these there are 17,409 expressmen, teamsters 
and draymen, aaaisted by 1,079 porters 
Then there are 64,251 persons clerks, tele 
graph and telephone operators, accountants 
and bookkeepers, salesmen and women, auc 
tioneera, typewriters, etc. Ono thouaand 
five hundred wholesale merchants, import 
era and shippers take charge of the largo 
operations of trade, and in addition tho 
apeoial transfer of wines and liquors by 
wholesale is done by 204 wholesale liquor 
dealers. The transfer of real estate is at 
tended to by 924 agents. Commission 
agents number 2,548. There are 6,571 per- 
sons whose buaineaa is not further specified 
than by the general term '! agents." Money 
brokers, bankers and bank o£Scial8 number 
2,174. The retail business is in the hands 
of 40,714 persons. 

Class three is divided into nine aub- 
classea : Workers in wood, 78,604; in stone, 
30,856; in wood and stone (combined), 10,- 
241; iu metal, 49,476; in food producta, 
24,123; in dress and dress materials, 72,159. 
in leother, 23,813; in books and printing, 
9.392; and in "sundries, "imanufactures and 
olficiala in manufacturing establishments, 
21,338 persona. 

Dividing the occupations by prnvinces, 
and making compariaona with 1881, tho 
figures show the following results for 1891: 
British Columbia a gain of 132 persons with 
occupationa in every 1,000 of tho population; 
Manitoba a gain of 14 in each 1,000; New 
Brunswick a gain of 10; Nova Scotia, 34 
Ontario, 33; 1'. K. Island, 21; Q iebec, 10; 
and for all Canada a gain of 2 1 in each 
1,000. 

Compariaons are given with varioua other 
parts of iho British l!)mpiro, and with 
numerous foreign countries, tho fol 
lowing general deductions being drawn 
in the case of the Caiuidian Dominion ; 
That tho domestic and personal service 
class is an fully supplied us tho conditions of 
Canada warrant; that tliero ia room for 
more in the professional class before that 
class reaches in Canada the condition of ful- 
ness of other countries; that the oommercia 
class has attained about the proportion jus- 
tified by the wants of the country; that the 
agrioultural class will stand a good deal of 
depletion before beinf; unduly reduced; that 
the industrial class will stand large addi- 
tions before reaching the proportions attain- 
ed by other countries. 

In diacuBsing tho condition of tho farming 
class, the statiatician shows that the number 
ef farmers and fannors' sons engaged in till- 
ing tho soil was (>5U,712 in 1881 and (i l95C(;, 
by the last census — a decrease of 7.2(;(J, The 
increases, which amount to 28 820, are in 
this Province, Manitoba and tiio Northwest; 
the other I'rovinccj show a decrease of 
042. Contemporaneously with this decrease 
there has been an increaao in the amount of 
land improved by over by 0,500,<l()0 acres.' 

Tho minint; class shows an increase of 
0,870 over 1881. This more than doubles 
Ibu mining ciass for 1891 as compared with 
1S81. Cniisitlering this cliiss by provincep, 
it is found that while Nova .Scotia and 
British Columbia in 1881 had 81 ' per cent, 
of the miners, they have 713A per cent, in 
1891, showing that tho other provinces have 
developed their mineral wealth in greater 
proportional rate than tho two great mining 
provinces of tho Dominion. The Province of 
Quebec has made the largest proportionate 
gain, hoving 1,534 in 1891 against 391 in 
1881. Ontario has gone up from lO.'i to ],-

In all Canada there are 
1,313 women engaged as bookkeepers; 4,409 
aalfswomen; 850 •' typewritists;" 817 tele- 
graph and telephone operators; 755 women 
grocers; and 922 cUrks and copyists, 

In class thr. e, mechanical and industrial 
pursuits, 02,404 women and girls are re- 
turned from the homes of Canada — nearly 
13,000 fewer than are enumerated in tho re- 
turna from the induatrial establishments 
themeolvca. The actual force of females en- 
gaged in this class ia 77,300, of which 02,404 
are tho every-day working brigade, and 
14,000 tho irregular contingent, the juveniles 
going to school part of tho day or year and 
woiking ia tho industrial ealabliahmenta the 
remainder of their time; while the adult por- 
tion attend partly to homo and family 
duties, and partly to tho direct work of 
bread winning. 

In class four — doniestic and personal ser 
vice — aa would naturally bo expected, tin 
propoition of females ia tho greatoat — ,'i7 per 
cent. In class five, there are 18,510 females, 
of whom 14,803 are tooohors ; nearly 08 in 
every 100 teachers are females. In addition 
there arc 2,326 female teacliera of music, 
341 female artists and teachers of art, and 58 
authors, lecturers ami literary persona of 
the gentler sex. Seven hundred and sixty- 
five women retnrn themselves as government 
otUoials and 35 us journalists. 

With respect to tho employment of fo 
males under 15 years, the returns show that 
iu British Columbia in every ten thousand 
girls under 15 yeara, 132 have definite occu- 
pationa ; Manitoba, 46; New Brunswick, 
03 ; Nova Scotia, 94 ; Ontario, 93 ; Prince 
Kdwurd Island, 40 ; and In Quebeo, 84. 
This contrasts with England and Wales, 
where 316 girls out of every ip,000 under 15 
years have definite occupations. 



MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 



A Strangre Case of " Doubles " Which 
Besalts in an Innocent 
Man's Arrest 



The Best Descriptions Often' Err— 
Possible Suit for 
Damages. 



An action at law to recover damages from 

the City of Victoria, in conBcquonco of 
arrest and aubaequent unlawful detention at 
police headquarters, ia threatened by a 
sailor and 'longshoreman named Charles 
Johnson, at present employed as ono of the 
deckhands ob the C. P. N. steamer Danube 
The prospective proceedings are the out- 
come of an arrest made on Wednesday night 
last, of which no record appears in the 
police books, and the case illustrates how 
the bcst^descriptions are not always to be 
relied upon. 

A fortnight or more ago every reader of 
the newspapers was told of a horrible dyna 
mite explosion in Sm Francisco, by which a 
boarding house patronized almost exclusive 
ly by non-union seamen, was wrecked, and 
a number of people killed. The fiendish 
act was attributed to members of tho Coast 
Seamen's Union, and suspicion being direct 
od to certain individuals active in the affairs 
of tho Union, warrants were issaedfor their 
arrcat, charging murder, and a reward of 
§1,250 was offered fur their apprehension 
Among these snspects was Johnson, a native 
of Sweden, who had but recently arrived in 
the Biy City from the PugeC Hound district, 

Of course tho Victoria police were sup 
plied with descriptions of tho men wanted 
for tho horrible crime, and strange to say 
that attached to tho name of Johnson tallied 
in every detail almost witli tho description 
of a Swedish sailor by the eanio name well 
Ucown in Victoria. Oiii'ier Hildreth was 
convinced that tho matter was \(orth look 
ing into, and he accordingly investigated, 
with the result that tho information was 
forthc)ming that Johnson left Victoria 
several duya prior to the San Francisco aflair, 

On Wednesday last tho authorities in San 
Francisco telegraphed to tho police here 
and in tho Puget Sound cities that they had 
reason to believe that Fred, Johnson, alias 
Wilson tho Swede, was making his way 
North ; the same night a dispatch from Port 
Townsend said that he had come to Victoria 
by the City of Kingston. Later in the 
night Olficer Hildreih met Charles Johnaon 
on tho street and entered into conversation 
Johnson said he had been out of town for a 
while, and had just cofne bick, and after 
mentally comparing the descriptions and 
finding that they tallied in all material 
points, Hildreth deoided to place the man 
under arrest. 

Of course Johnaon was surprised and pro 
tested. He asked what his offence was, 
and was told that be was suspected of be 
ing concerned in the San Froncisco murder. 
Again he protcated, but was informed that 
he would have to remain at tho alation until 
tho Superintendent was informed of the 
cunistancca and tho story of hia movenjt nts 
investigated. This work was taken up at 
once, .Johnson being in the meantime pro- 
vided with ii room on the second flat, apart 
from the ordinary prisnnera. Investigation 
showed that hia ulory was correct— that lio 
had been on board the Danuljo in Northern 
waters, and therefore could not bo tho San 
Francisco Johnaon. He was therefore liber- 
ated at once, and no mention made of the 
matter as a point of justice to him. Tho 
story first becaine public through the c 
vorsation of Johnson's acquaintances. Ifo 
could not bo found to tell his own story 
yesterday; a, friend and fellow-shipinato vol- 
unteered the information that hp had seen a 
lawyer, but tho legal man said ho had no 
case.

Promise of a Great Ocean Bace— A

A San Francisco telegram of yesterday 
says : "The ownora of the steamer Haytian 
Republic havo appealed to tho United 
States Circuit Court of /ippcala from tho 
decision of tho United States District court 
of Oregon, ordering tho steamer to bo aold 
for amuggUng. Tlio Haytian Republic was 
used by a ring of smugglerR, in conjunction 
with certain government ollicials, to smug- 
gle great ([uantitiea of opium and large 
numbers of Chineao into thia country. For 
smuggliug opium tho steamer was libelled 
by tho government for SGli.OOO, and an ad- 
ditional SIO.OOO was asked as a punishment 
for landing Chinese. The fines wore allowed. 
As tho vessel is worth only §15,000, this 
was a practical confiscation of her. The 
appeal will not be beard for several weekB." 

A SMUOOLKR MMED. 
The heavy gales which prevailed last 
week were the means of bringing to justice a 
little Seattle smuggling sloop, Tho sloop 
was obliged to put into port for shelter 
where ahe waa pounced upon by tho local 
customs ofiicera, and inveatigation proved 
her to bo a amugglor. Of course the matter 
waa brought before Collector A. R. Milne, 
who Bummoncd the aloop'a captain to appear 
before him. Tho captain, however, could 
not justify his actions — ho waa bound for 
tho Weat Coast from Seattle with a full 
general cargo. A fine of $50 and the con- 
fiscation of tho cargo was the penalty im- 
posed by the collector, and the lawleaa 
character was allowed to retnrn home in 
his vessel. , 

THK "SIHENE" EEADV fOH SEA.

In addition to her salmon cargo she 
carries a good many tons of obsolete stores 
consistiog ohiefly of powder from the naval 
yard at Esquimalt. She will be the second 
of the salmon fleet away.

The seized schooner Ohio ia now the 
property of tho Dominion Government, 
Collector A. R. Milne having condemned 
her aa a smuggler ; and aa the owner of the 
vessel is afraid to atand his trial for the 
ofFonco committed, tho little craft, with her 
cargo, is now property of tho Crown.
